penry Watterson Running Over the Floor of the 
House as 4 Lobbyist—An Attempt to Throttle 
Him by en Indignant Member—Conk- 
ling Will Bupport Blaine Heartily.

WasuixotoN, March 19—The friends of 
the whisky ring are jubilant to-night. They 
regard the jast vote of the house to-day asa 
test of their strength, and expect tu rush the 
bill through to morrow. Georgia to-day pre- 
sented ten votes solid against its considera- 
tion, and will stand against the bill to the 
last. While the vote was being taken Henry 
Watterson made himself conspicuous flying 


ground and shaking hands with the 
members. His antics’ elicited Jobn 
Whites effort to have read the rule 


forbidding ex-members to use their privileges 
of floor for lobbying purposes, He then spe- 
cifed Walterson, and quite a scene ensued, 
Mr. Biackburn exclaiming: 

“That is not a point of order, and you 
know it.” 

White replied: 

“Jt is a question of the highest privilege, 
though the chair will not recognize it.’’ 

Mr, Morrison stammered out the argument 
forthe bill in his worst style Mr. Carlisle 
was conspicuous for his absence. Among 
the opponents of the whisky bill there 
was much criticism on the action of 
the ways and means committee 
in not killing the bill before it reached the 
house. It is stated thatthe majority of the 
committee oppose the bill, and yet Morrison 
and Blackburn managed to get it through 
witha favorable report on the ground that 
any discussion had better be had in the 
house. 
THE POLITICAL SITUATION, 

Congressman Beiford, of Coloradc, who re- 
centiy had along .consultation with Conk- 
ling, said to-night that Conkling thought 
Grant the most availabie republican presi- 
dential candidate, but he said thatif Biaine 
is nominated he will give him most earnest 
support. 

THE LASKER REPORT. 

The house action on the Lasker resolutions 
was certainly not very impressive. While 
no yotes were cast against the committee's 
report, there was plaiuly perceptible feeling 
that it was an unsatisfactory conclusion of 
an awkward affair. Ochiltree was the eee | 
man who seemed perfectly satisfied, bet 
with himself and the occasion. 


THE WHISK Y BILL UP. 


A &®harp Debate Over li-the Lasker Hesolutions 

WasHincton, March 19.—In the absence 
of the speaker the house was called to order 
this morning by Mr. Biackburn, of Kentucky, 
asaspeaker protem. Thespeaker laid be- 
fore the house messagesfrom the president, 
transmitting commuuications from the sec- 
retaries of war and navy concerning the ex- 
pediency of offering rewards for Lhe rescue of 
Lieutenant Greely and party by the inde- 
pendent efforts of private vessels, in addition 
to the sending of three sbips composing the 
national relief expedition, Referred. On 
motion of Mr. Eaton, of Conneccicut, April 2 
was setapart fur the consideration of the 
presidential succession bill. Mr. Curtin, of 
Pendayivenia, chairman of the committee on 
foreign affairs, submitted as a privilege ques- 
tion the following resolutions: 

The resolutions adopted by the house on 
the 9.bh of January were intended to ex 
press tothe German government and people 
sympathy for the death of an eminent man 
who died ia thiscountry, who had served bis 
native lund asa member of its highest legis- 
lative body, and atrioute of respect to his 
memory. While your committee is of the 
opinion tbat said resolutions should have 
been received and transmitted in the same 
spirit of curdiality and good will by 
which they were prompted, it 
refrains from expressirg an opiuion as tu 
whether the course pursued by the authori- 
ties of the German empire in regard to them 
was or was not in accordance with the pro- 
prieties governing the internal regulations of 
ssid empire, as a matter not within 1ts proy- 
ince of consideration. The dignified position 
assumed by the department of state merits 
and will command the confidence of ‘the 
country, fuily sustaining the high charac- 
ter which that depariment has, main- 
tained since the organization of 
the federal government. As to the resolu- 
tions offered on the 10th day of March your 
committee is of the opinion that they contain 
language, under tLe present circumstance 
superfluous and irrelevant, and not necessary 
or proper to vindicate the character or digai- 
ty of this house. Your committee thereiore 
re port back said resulutivps wit recommen- 
dation that chey lie on the table, and reports 
the following resolutions with the recomimen- 
dution that they be adupied as & subsliluie 
brerefor: 

R-solved, That the resolutions referring to 
the death of Dr. Eiward Lasker, adopied by 
this house, ou January 9 hb last, were intend- 
edasa tribute of respect to the memory of 
the eminent fureiga statesman who bad died 
Withiu the United staies, and the expression 
Of sympathy with the German peuple, for 
whom he had been an honurabie representa- 
tive, 

Resolved, that the house having no official 
coneera with the relations between the exec- 
utive and legisiative brauches of the German 
government, and  dves not deem it 
requisiie to its dignity to —_-«Cri- 
icise the manner of the. reception of 
the resolutions, or the circumstances which 
prevented their reaching their destination 
after they had been communicated through 
the proper channels to the German govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Curtin immediately demanded the 
previous question. 3 

Mr. Keagan, of Texas, hoped that the pre- 
Vious question would not be ordered. The 

house nad made apologies eaough for having 
been insulted. 
THE DEBATE UPON IT, 

Mr. Cox,of New York, muved to lay the 
Whole matter on the table, that was the way 
to treat the German chancellor. The motion 
Was lost, 83 to 125. The previous question 
having been ordered, Mr. Ochiitree, of lexas, 
rose 20 debate the resolu ions. 
fo bo geudeman in his esteem for and 
Coniidence in the distinguished members of 
the foreign affairs ceommuttee, and ordinarily 
he WaS disposed to rely on their. Judgment, 
But this affair had gone beyond tie domain 
of red tape and cireumlocution. It had 
assumed a phase which calied on each ard 
every represantative to look to it that his 
individual honor and dignity were preserved, 

and in doing so to defend the dignity of tne 
People. It was not becoming the dignity of 
this body to enter into explanations of the 
Mesning of the original resolu:ions—they 
Spoke for themselves, and the apologetic tone 
of ihe pending resolution was unworthy of 
the representatives of this great mation. Mr. 
Ochiltree then went on to deliver a eulogy on 
the high ability and noble character of 
sker, Among the men who had raised 
their voice for the amelioration 
of the condition of the people of the old 
World, none were more conspicuous than 
Lasker. He bad raised himseif to a high po 
sition in a country where beretofore only 
those of lineage had obtained eminence. He 
not advocated radicalism or socialism, but 
Constitutional freedom. As an author ‘and | 


He yielded | 


thinker alone he was entitled to the tribute 
paid in the resolutions of the house: 
A compliment to Lasker was a re- 
buke to the German chancellor, because 
they were the antitheises of each other. The 
present incident of itself showed of what base 
metal latter was moulded. He had ever 
been afatterer and asycophant to royalty, 
who had never upheld the rights of the peo- 
pieaud never lost am opportunity to de- 
nounce popular sovereignty. The proudest 
boast of this man of blood and | LS citat 
he had served the royal family of Prussia for 
halfacentury. Well might this proud and 
haughty instrument of despotism seek to 
shut out American principles 
from the hearts’ of the German 
people. The principles of absolute imperial- 
ism could not withstand the moral power of 
American freedom. 

Mr. Ochiltree then, amid some laughter, 
read an extract from a letter written by Las- 
ker some days before his death, in which he 
refers to Ochiltree as having introduced him 
to the pres dent, memvers of the cabinet and 
foreign ministers. 

Mr. Belford, of Colorado, inquired, ironical- 
ly, whether it won'td be iu order for a 
member to offer a_ resolution pre- 
seniing the apoligies of the house 
to the German chancellorfor having troubled 
bim. The speaker replied that it was not. 
After speeches by Messrs. Deuster, of Wis- 
consin, Phelps and Curtin, the resolutions 
were adopted withont division, although an 
unsuccessful effort was madeto have the 
yeas and nays ordered, 

THE SUBJECT RENEWED. 

Mr. Curtin reporicd the following further 
report relative to the memorial ot the lib- 
eral union of the German parliament : 

The resolutiou contained in this memorial 
expresses 50 just an appreciation of the ac- 
tion of this house and so cordiala wish for 
the prosperity of our country, 
and of the two nations that it 
is deemed proper to make a fittiing acknow]l- 
edgment. The committee therefore recom- 
mends the adopt.on of the following resolu- 
tions; 

Resolved, That the house cordially recip- 
rocates the wishes of the jiseral union of the 
members of the German parliament fora 
closer union of the two nations, and recogni- 
zestheir graceful appreciation of its sympa- 
thy with those who mourn the death of Ea- 
ward Lasker. 

Resolved, That the house accepts these res- 
eiutions, aud directs that they be spread on 
the journal’ , 

Atier a repetition of the debate, which 
had just ended upon the former resolutions, 
the lacter resolutions were adopted without 
division. 

THE ELECTION CASES. 

Mr. Turner of Georgia, chairman of the 
committee on elections, reported a resolution 
in the contested election case of Garrison ys. 
Muyo from the first congressional district of 
Virginia, declaring the contestant, Garrison, 
entitled to the seat. He asked for its im me- 
diate consideration, bat the sitting member, 
(Mayo), desiring.to make a speech in his own 


Dehalf, the matter was postponed until 
to-morrow. The commitiee on 
appropriations reported the Indian 


appropriation bill, and it was referred to the 
committee of the whole, 
THE WHISK Y BILL CALLED UP, 

Then the jong expected struggie over the 
whisky bill began. Mr. Biackburn, of hens 
tucky. called Mr. Springer, of Lilinois, to the 
chair, moved to gu into committee of the 
whole on the revenue bill. Mr. Dowd, of 
Nor. Carolina, raised the question of 
consideration and Mr. Randail 
demanded the yeas and nays which 
were ordered. The motion was agreed to; 
yeus 130, nays 121; and at 3:50 the house went 
into committee, Mr. Dorseneimer, of New 
York in the chair. The first bill was the 
bonded extension bill. Mr. Hiscock objected 
to its consideration. The obvjection was re- 
ported to the house, which, by a yote—yeas 
i37, nays 118—decided to consider the bill, 
nud the committee resumed its session, Mr. 
Morrison, of Illinois, taking the tloor in 
support of the bill. Before he 
bad finished a sentence, however, Mr. White 
of Kentucky, rose, saying that he had moved 
that the committee rise for the purpose of 
bringing a privileged matter before the 
house, The chair stated that he had recog- 
nized the gentleman from Illinois, 
(Morrison,) and on Mr. White’s taking 
uu appeal, refused to notice it on the ground 
that an appeal was not in order, upon a 
question of mere recognition by the chair. 

MR WHIT&’S POINT OF ORDER. 

Thereupon Mr. White rose to a point of 
order, and said that a member of the whisky 
ring was new on the floor, when he had 
previously given his pledge that he had no 
interest in eay bill before the house, Within 
a few days from making that pledge, he bai 
appeared before the committee on ways and 
meansin support of the bill,and was now 
on the flwr, aswell as the editorof the 
Courier Journal, froma town where more 
whisky wasin bond than any other town in 
the United States. 

Mr Biackvurn submitted that this was not 
a point of order, and said that his colleague 
knew he had no right to be heard upon it. 

The chair ruled that it was not a point ol 
order, 

Mr. White “said: ‘Iam entitled to be 
heard ona question of privilege. The gen- 
tleman from New York,(Mr. Dorsheimer), 
has dicided that Iam not in order, and he 
must také the responsibility. You may 
bulidoze this bill through but—’”’ 

Tbe remainder of the sentence was drowned 
in cries of ‘‘order.”’ 

Mr. Merris »n then madeashbortstatement as 
to the purpose and objects of the bill. The 
tax on distilled spirits must be paid accord- 
ing to the existing Jaw in three years, cr as 
much sooner as the spirits were removed. 
The objecs of the bill was to extend the time 
for the payment of that tax on spirits, DOW 
in warenouses on cendition of anew guaran- 
tee and, interest on the tax inten- 
ded. If this business of converting 
grain into alcobol existed only to be 
taxed, then the beneficiaries of this vill were 
entitled tono consideration here. Rrgarding 
itas a legitimate branch of manufacturing 
industry, it was entitled to be placed on an 


equal basis with ail other industries, 
From this industry the government derived 
more than one-fifth of all its 


revenue. in the next few months there 
would be forced out of the warehouses 25,- 
000.000 gallons which must pay tax, and ip the 
next few years 70,000,000 gailens, for much of 
which there would be no market. The com- 
missioner of internal revenue estimated 
that the surpius for which there 
would be Lo market woud 
amountin next two years tc 45,000,000 gal- 
lons. In the years when this whiskey was 
mate everything was overdone. Tne exces- 
sivé produciion was not alone in this indus- 
try. but was commen to all the Jarge produc- 
ing interests of the country. The producers 
were not able to compete in the sale of alco- 
hol in the European markets with Germany. 
This country fought the German peopie with 
a protective tariff, and had to seli in French 
markets with the subjects ot ill-matured 
Bismarck. Suppose that this surplus 
was purely the result of the specultacive 
spiritef our people, was that a good and 
sa‘isfactory reason why an industry of this 
magnitude should be forced to pay taxes 
when the government had nothing to make 
by (h@enforcement? It was said that this 
was class legisiation, thatit was legislation 
in the interest ofa s,e ial few, Toat was 
nota fact. This fegwsiauon wasto undo as 
far as it meagt, the special legislation 
egainst this indugtry, and put it as nearly 
as might be on fan equality with all otber 
see on ed on Fifth Page. 
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BLAINE AND LINCOLN. 


HALF BREED AND STALWART 
COMBINATION FAVORED. 


Blaine’s Shrewdness os a Politica! Manipulator Be- 
coming Evident—How erg tee to His Books 
While Reaching the People-The Ea- 
thusiasm ef His Followers Unabated-

Wasaineton, Marcn 19.—The deluded ones 
who believed six months ago Mr. Blaine’s 
declarations that he did not want to be presi- 
dent must have had the wool lifted from 
their eyes before this time. Blaine enjoys 
the reputation of an acute politician. He 
never merited it by any action better than 
in the management of his presiden- 
tial aspirations. He had the errors 
of two previous efforts to consider and avoid. 
He had the advantage of holding the premi- 
ership just long enough to promulgate a vig- 
orous and distinctively patriotic policy and 
toget out of the way before itcould be put to 
the test, while he has for years had the most 
enthusiastic following of any leader of his 
party, he stood the pre eminent representa- 
tive of that wing which Roscoe Conkling 
scornfully branded as the haif-breeds. The 
death of Garfield placed the stariwart ele- 
mentin power. Biaine did not leave the 
cabinet to foment strife in his party agaiast 
Arthur. He was too smart for that. No mouk 
ever shut himself closerin La Trappe than 
did this lively politician in the absolute se- 
Clusion of private life. The affectation of 
literary labor gave him the air of a retired 
statesman, calmly criticising the course of 
events in which he had but recently figured 
asan active, if not a turbulent facter. Ar- 
thur turned out to be a shrewder 
man than Blaine expected. He did not widen 
the breach in his party by giving the monop- 
oly of his patronage to the faction he repre- 
sented. He used his power to conciliate— 
not to crush. Very soon he had captured 
Biaine’s henchman, Chandler. Other con- 
versions were made and Arthur has dove 


much to ingratiate himself into the general 
favor of the party. bat Biaine has done good 


work, too. His literary effort wes finished 
just on the eve of the canvass for the 
convention. He has lost none of the enthu 


siasm that was behind him at Cincinnati in 
‘76 and at Chicago in 80. He, too, has 
been making friends, Hehas kepton the 
best terms with gArthur. At the white house 
receptions he has been as conspicuous as the 
presidentjhimself. Arthur gave him a specia! 
dinner not long ago. ‘Tuey sat within a few 
feet of each other and exchanged smiles at 
the Henry Iruing performances. Each of the 
leaders has been using what the circus 
posters call ‘“‘the artillery of kindness.’’ 
One singular thing is that while Arthur is 
often spoken of as the probable nominee, 
nobody’s name is coupled with his for the 
second place on the ticket. On the other hand 
Blaine is hardly ever mentioued alone. It is 
siways Blaine and somebody—nearly atways 
Biaine and Lincoln. Beyond doubt the 
friends of these two gentlemy¢n have harnessed 
their hopes together. Blaine’s recent devel- 


opment of unexpected strength in the 
east has pushed him ahead = of 
Arthur, and he is the first 
choice now in the presidential pool box. 


Lincoln represents a sentiment that is worth 
thousands of votes all over the country. He 
is strong in the west—strong enough to dis 
figure the Logan boom beyond recognition at 
the convention. Perhaps he is most valua- 
ble in the south. Blaine has been beaten 
twice by the southern delegates who are con- 
trolled by the recipients of the administra 


tion’s favors. Liucoln’s name is a power 
of strength among the negroes, 
They naturally tend toward the 


stalwarts anyway. It will be very hard for 
the white bosses to hold them in line in state 
conventions orthe colored men at Chicago 
if Lincoln’s name is ever held out to them. 
Viewed in any way this is amost formidable 
combination. Blaine’s dash and brains with 
Lincoln’s name and associations. It will in 
all probability be the ticket nominated at 
the Chicago convention in June. It certain. 
ly will be as todgh aticket as could be put 
up against Tilden and Hendricks, 


PROPOSED LIBRARY BUILDING. 


Severa! Pians Suggested to Congress—Propositiea te 
Eniarge the Capito.

Wasurineton, March 19 —The bill appropri- 
ating $500,000 to purchase the ground oppo- 
site the capitol and further providing for the 
erection ot a library building, to cost several 
millions, has passed the senate and has been 


set forconsideration in the house. The ne- 
cessity for enlarged accommodations for 
the national library, now one of the 


largest and finest in the world, has long 
been felt. Steps would have been taken long 
aro to supply the needed room but for the 
loose provisions and bad management of the 
bills offered on the subject. Something will 
be done at this session. Itis not certain that 
the senate bill will pass, however. A very 
common opinion in the house favors the en- 
largement ofthe capito! instead of theerection 
ofa separate building. The library isnot alone 
in distress. The house of representatives 
ia disagreeably crowded in its present quarters. 
Complaints are frequent in both house and 
senate of the bad veutilation. The advocates 
of the eapitol extension say their plan will 
accommodate both houses of congress better, 
afford ample room forthe library, and: im- 
prove the appearance of this grand but ill 
proportioned structure. Toey want to build 
extensions to the east and west fronts of the 
capitol, thus making it cruciform. 
Two large well ventilated halls 
would be prepared for the senate and house 
in the extensions. Tae present hallof the 
house with the lobbies and cemmittee rooms 
about it would be all that the library wouid 
want. The smaller hall of the senaje could be 
used advantageously for general meetings, 
sucb as caucuses and for committee purposes. 
Roscoe Conkling once laid before the senate 
a plan for enlarging the capitol for the benetit 
of the library. He favored the building 
of another story on the center 
thus elevating the dome forty or fifty feet 
and giving some sort of proportion to the 
ereat pile. Architects examined the walls to 
ascertain if such a plan couid be safely exe- 
cuted. They differed in their reports and the 
proposition fell through. It would be a great 
convenience to retain the library under the 


same roof as congress. Then it is cer- 
tain that the capital must be 
enlarged before long. Both houses 


complain of their present accommodations 
and the committees are packed away into 
every cranny of the basement to transact 
The cost of enlarging the 
capitol sufficiently would probably be about 
the same as that of the separate library build- 
The bill now pending was severely at- 


ing.

METHODIST STATIST CS. 


The Progress Made by the Baltimere Conference 
Daring the Year. 

Bautrmore, March 19 —At the Baltimore 
annual conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church south to-day, the secretaries sub- 
mitted the general statistics of the confer: 
ence for the year. The total figures are as 
follows: Local preachers, 110; church mem- 
bers, 32.436; additions, 3 2U3; deaths, 493; bap- 
tisms of children, 1 357; of adults, 1 085; num- 
ber of churches, 392; their probable value, 
$801 066. The amount raised for building and 
improvements $47 527, present indebtedness 
$28,029, number of parsonages 91, their proo- 
uble value $145,065, amount raised for build- 
inj; dnd improvement $16 866, present indebt- 
edness $7,165, Sunday-schools 481, officers 
and teachers 4,657, scholars 28,062, volumes 
in libraries 45,560, conversions in Sunday 
schools 1,011, Sunday-school expenses $10,352 
The report of tne board of education, Rev. P. 
H. Hammel, chairman, showing that the five 
institutions of learning under control of the 
conference were in a prosperous condition 
was read and adopted. 

Rev. 8. K. Cox presented the report of the 
church extension board; and it was adopted. 
(be assessment for the past year was $29 86, 
paid $19,18, leaving a deficit of $1064 The 
assessment for the coming conference year 
has been placed at $52:50. Rev. Nelson Head 
presented the report of the centenary commit- 
tee andit wasadopted. The recommendations 
of the report are that a special eff rt shall be 
made during the year for a spiritual revival; 
tbat amass meeting shall be held in each 
presiding eldei’s district at such time and 
piace as shall be deemed best by the district 
committees, that the centenary services shall 
be held in all charches the first Sunday in 
October, that chiidrens’ meetings shall be 
held in June, that the peopie shall make an 
effort to pay off all local church debts, that 
all the movey collected for educational pur- 
poses, not otherwise specified, shall zo to the 
endowment of Randolph-Macon college, and 
finally, that all the conference collections 
shall be made by the first Sunday in Septem- 
ber. 


THE EDUCATION BILL. 


Mr. Blaine Requests the Senators to Head His 
Speeeh Through. 

WasnHinaton, March 19.—In the senate Mr. 
Miller, of California, from the committee on 
foreign relations, in compliance with a re39- 
lution instructing the conimittee to inquire 
and report what legislation, ifany, Was nec- 
essary to protect the interests of the United 
States against those governments which have 
excluded or restrained the importation of 
Americah meats, reported an original bill 
providing for the inspection of meats for ex- 
portation, and prohibiting the importation ol 
adulterated articlesof food and drink, and 
authorizing the president to make a procia- 
mation 1n certain cases, and for other pur- 
poses The bill was placed on the calendar. 
Mr. Vance presented the views of the m- 
nority of the committee of foreign relations 
on the same subdject. 

Mr. Hoar called up the bill introduced by 
him and reported favorebly from the com- 
mittee on judiciary, fixing the salary of 
United Siates district judges at 

5,000. A long debate followed. 
[ne bill finally wentover and after several 
efforts to take up other measures, the senate 
continued the discussion of the bill toaid in 
the establishment of common _ schools. 
Messrs. Sherman, Blair, Ingalls, Pagh. Sau’ss 
bury, Logan, Miller (California), Piatt and 
others tovuk part inthe debate. Mr. Dlair 
had the floor and was meeting the Objections 
raised to the bill, when ataodcu'5 o'clock, 
Mr. Harris inquired whether he wouid 
give way for amotiontoadjoum. Mr. Bair 
replied that he would do so on one CJn- 
dition, that before the opening of the debate 
to-morrow the senatois would read his 
speech of yesterday, as he thought it covered 
all the points of objection raised to the bill. 
Mr. Blair’s speech having occupied several 
hours in delivering,this sagges'iou was er set 
ed witb a hearty langh, in which Mr. Blair 
himself good naiured'!y joined.

THRE IRISH DYNAMITERS IN PARIS 
DEFIANT.

' General Greham Advocates « March Further Into 
the Soudan—Egyptian Finances in a Bad Gon- 
dition—Tbe Rising of the Tribea—The 
French in :onquin—Other Notes. 


Paris, March 19.—The speeches made at 
the banquet in celebration of St. Patrick’s 


day atthe Belleville suburbs of Paris cons 
tained hints that more explosions would 


occur in London before long, The ranks of 
the dynamiters are being recruited by large 
accessions from the Irish in Paris. Both 
radical revolutionis‘s and delegates from the 
Irish republican brotherhood are joining 
them, as they have become convinced that it 
will be impossible to face England in the 
battle field, 

Lonpon, March 19.—Jenkinson, the director 
of the Irish criminal investigation depart- 
ment, has appointed{50 detectives in London, 
who will be under special pay and have 
special duties. Twelve of them are English, 
eight Irish, and eight American. The rest 
are Kussian, French, German, Austrian, 


Italian, Spanish ard Canadian, The 
Irish constables have been appointed to 
act as detectives in the English seaports. 

The Swiss federal council has decided to 
grant the extradition of the anarchists when- 
ever this is asked for; otherwise the anar- 
chists will be expetied from the country. 

The communists celebrated the anniversary 
of the beginning of the commune of 1871 
last evening by banquets in several of the 
suburbs of Pans. Tne speeches at these were 
of a violent and revolutionary character. 

THE FRENCH IN TONQUIN, 

Paris, March 19 —The government has de- 
cided to occupy upper Tonquin as far as the 
Chinese froutier. ; 

Tne English government have given orders 
for the deteniion of the Chinese ram Nankin, 
which is now in the Tyne loading with Arm- 
strong guns, pending an inquiry whether her 
action can be construed as a breach of the 
laws of neutrality. 

The Repubiique Francaise says: ‘‘France 
can treat with China only upon the basis of 
an indemnity ahd the recognition by China 
of French supremacy over the whole of 
Tonquin.” 

THE ENGLISH IN EGYPT, 

Lonpvon, March 19.—The men of war Con- 
dor and Myrmidun have suddenly departed 
for Suakim. The Egyptian finanees are in 
& critical condition. Sir Charles Rivers Wiison, 
secretary aud controller general of the nation 
al debt office, London, and formerly English 
financial controller in Egypt, is engaged in 
exapiining them. A furiheradvance of the 
British in the Soudan is imminent. General 
Grabam isin favorof continuing the cam- 
paiga. He thinks the rebellion not yet 
crusued, Thetribal rising in Egypt is uni- 
versal from Massala to Berber, 
The Arabs between Korosko and As- 
souan are also threatening 
to revolt, The sheikh Saliman, with a section 
of Haddendowas, who fought at Ei Teb, will 
re occupy Baker Pasha’s fort near Trinkitat. 
Osman Digna’s force around Tamanirb Las 
increased by 3,500, Only two sheikhs have 
gone to Suakim, and their tribes are small, 
numbering less than 1,500 combatanis, Their 
adhesion is very deceptive, The men and hor 
ses under Culonel Stewart is now entrenched 
at Haudob. They are suffering from the in- 
tense heat and brackish water. It will be im- 
possible for them long to maintain 
that position. General Granam has esked tor 
an increase of cavalry and a better commissa- 
riat. He urgesan early decision, either to 
order an advance of a reinforced army against 
Sinkat, or to withdraw all toSuakim. Three 
great tribes, the Haggas, Bishards and Bata. 
ketirs, have risen and occupy the Nie from 
Daem to Shendis. It is rumored at Dopgoia 
tnat the garrisous under Lupton Bey, in the 
province of Bohr Gazelle, have surrendered 
und been inassacreed. Mr. Vincent, the 
khedive’s financial adviser, had a conference 
to-day with Mr, Childers, chancellor, of the 
exchequex and Earl Granville, foreign secre 
tary, relaiive to the Egy ptian 
financial refurm scheme projected by Nubar 
Pasha and Sir Eveylyn Baring. Mr. Vincent 
raised the demand fora loan to six million 
pounds sterling. Mr, Gladstone himself as 
vumes charge of the Egyptian finance prob. 
lem, and will have a confer- 
ence on the subject on 
Friday with Mr. Vencent and Mr, Childers,

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THE NAVAL DEPARTMENT. 


Secretary Chandler Aska for a Lerge lnerease in the 
Estimates ef the Committee. 
WALHINGTON, March 19—The appropriations 
committee of the senate agreed to-day to make 
public the communication sent to them at their 
request by the secretary of the navy recommend- 
ing the appropriation for the navy service,in addit 
ion to those contained in the naval appropriation 
biil, as it passed the house. In this communication 
the secretary of the navy asks that th individual 
items in the house bill be increased as 
follows: Miscellaneous items from $375,960 
to $425.000 : bureau of navigation from $75 100 to 
$131 000; contingent navy expenses from $15,000 to 
$25 000. The bureau of equipmentand recruiucg 
from $707. 000 to £904,000. the bureau of medicine 
and surgery from $19,090 to $25 000; the bureau 
of construction and repair from $1,020 000 to $1 i 0,- 
909 : the bureau of steam engineering from $1 000 
000 to $1.260 0, of which increase i! is sugaested 
that $100 LOO should be anplied to the cow pie iou 
of the machinery, boilers, etc., of the steamer 
New York, at the New York yard. He asks 
that the appropriations for the bureau of 
ordfnance be made as fo lows; Geveral ap-

SLAUGHTER OF INNOCENTS. 
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Four Celored Children Chepped tv Picees In Burke 
County, 
From the Augusta Cobronic-e. 

Yesterday afternoon reports reached the city of a 
most atrocious and unheard of tragedy in Burke 
county, in which several colored children had 
been brutally murdered in a cabin which their 
parents had just left. Investigation into these ru- 
mors showed that they were revoltingly true, and 
special] advices to the Chronicie from McBean, near 
where the quadruple murder wrs committed, de- 
veloped a siory lackingonly in sickening details. 
The names of the colored family we do not know, 
About a mile from McBean, however, 
yesterday morning, in H little cabfn 
just across the creek, in Burke 
county, a colored man and his wife, the parents of 
the unfortunate chiidren, left forthe field, taking 
with them their eldest son. In the course of the 
moruivg the old man’s plow gearing in the feld 
broke down, and he sent the iad back to the house 
for materials t@ mend the harness. The boy re- 
paired to his home, which had been left just after 
daylight, acd around the do irsiep aud tloor was 
greeted with traces of blood. Becoming terified at 
the suggestive sight he stampeded to the fleld and 
hurriediy told his father what he had seen. The 
old man mounted his horseand rode homeward 
with all possible hasie, and, bursting 
through the door, was appalled at 
the horrible spectacle. There lay upon 
their beds and floor, weltering in their biood, fou 
little children. Two of them were chopped to death 
and two were almost in death agouy. Puvols of 
blood clotted aboutthe inanimate forms and dyed 
ihe rude tlooriug with The parents were 
alfnost beside themseives, and no conceivable clue 
to the tragedy could be obtained. The house was 
not robbed—there had been nothing there to steai; 
no vestige of the mysterious and murderous 
hand could be deicted, It is useless 
to add that the white aud 
colored people of Burke county are shocked and 
incensed al the wholesale siaughter of innocent 
children. They do not believe thatany such de- 
mou exists lu their midst who would cemmit such 
amact. Every possible aid aud sympatny has been 
extended the affiicted family by ail classes and 
Colors, aud every ¢@ffort will be made io ferret out 
mattersand toapprehend the perpetrators, The 
oldest ¢hild, a girl, we are told, may survive, with 
proper attention, although the was uncenscicus 
last evening.

The follc of female 
heroism deserves a sicbein the history of our times 
Itsounds like the commencement of a border ro 
mance or the mysteries of a Rocky Mountain gulch, 
but ‘tistrue. On the night of the 9th of April, 
1883, when the cycione pxsyed through Wilkes 
county, the houre of @ Mr. Brooks was swept away 
and his wife killed. He lived on tWe bank of 
Fishing creek, where he was kceping amill, The 
creek is a large stream and difficult to cross, with 
the aid of two bri After tne terrible crash, 
Brooks found bimseif holding on toa post and his 
little daughter howding his hand, but 
his other daughter aad son was 
nowhere to be een The daughter was 
blown tothe mill raceand kept from drowning 
by holding on toalimb. the boy wassome distance 
from the house morially injured. The father 
finally got his children in the‘pait of the milli left 
standing, aud there those little sisterssat with their 
dying brother, while the father wandered aboutia 
a daze, and not finding bis wife, crossed over the 
creek togo to his moiner-in-law’s. He told his 
brother-in-law, who wcint toa near neighbor's 
house, and told the sad story. The neighbor, Mr. 
Wiitiam House, was sick, but his wife, Mrs A. H. 
House, volunteered to go over the creek. The storm 
W&S SUll ragivg, the whole country ablaze with 
electricity, and raining asif the fountains of the 
deep were broken up. Mrs, House 
asked a black boy, Tom, to hitch the 
house to a jittle wagon andcarry ber over the creek 
to the mili. To his praise tum was soon ready with 
the wagou; and Mrs. Heuse, with a negro girl and 
Tom, staried to the scene of death and suffering 
The storm still continuing, and on reacbing the 
Creek it was rushing through the storm-logs aud 
beiwecn the bridges with fury; leaping and lash- 
ing as if mad with everything which checked its 
course. Nothi:g daunted this heroic woman. 
burried the driver on, telling him to be 
quick or they would not be able to return 
as the creek was risiug. They wound around trees 
and jimbs and finally reached the last bridge and 
benold a tree had fallen across it, but the brave 
Tom gotout amid the darknes*, in water almost 
swimining, and removed the tree :op, and ali passea 
over. inere on the floor of the wrecked house lay 
the body of Mrs. Brooks. Andas the grey dawl 
appeared they tenderly laid the dead woman in 
the Wagon and earried her to hermother. Mrs. 
House is very timid under ordinary circdmstauces 
and thisipcident shows how women can rise above 
tnemselves and perform feats worthy of the high 
est praise,

Editor Dana, of the New York Sun, in a 
recent issue of his admirable daily, is pleased 
to allude to the report of our correspondent’s 
conversation with Mr. Tilden as an ‘‘alleged 
interview.’’

Lieutenant Rogers does 1 uudertake to say 
whether the cost will come within the esti- 
mate ornot. If, however, there is any pros- 
pect of an early completion of the canal, there 
ill be notrouble in getting whatever sum 
the plucky projector calls for. The French 
people have had implicit confidence in him.

As all the money comes from Europe, and 
as the company is almost wholly French, the 
neutrality question will naturally come up 
certainly as soon as the canal is finished. 
Now that we have lost all chance of securing 
from the United States of Colombia a protec 
orate over the canal, we can not well demand 
more than that French and English guns 
shall not be planted to protect it, and that its 
absolute neutrality shall be guaranteed ina 
binding treaty of the nations interested.

The interests of the entire western continent, 
therefore, imperatively demand that its neu- 
trality shall be placed beyond all doubt, and 
this country will naturally be expected to 
take the first steps towards securing sucha 
result.

THR NEWS COPYRIGHT LAW. 
There is a theory current among the editors 
who believe that a news copyright law will 
prevent the stealing of news to the effect 
that the country press is clamoring against 
the project, and that all those who oppose it 
are news thieves and pirates. This is very 
couvenient, of course. It gives the great 
editors and the great newspapers an oppor- 
tunity to pose as victims and martyrs and 
they do not fail to take advantage of this op- 
poriunity. Uptothis writing, however, we 
have never seen kditor Watterson’s project 
opposed by a country newspaper, and, so far 
as we know, the papers that do oppose it 
base their Opposition on grounds 
of impraciticability. In other words 
they believe that the copy- 
right project wili not prevent the evil. Neith- 
er facts nor incidents can he copyrighted, bu 
only the form in which they are presented. 
This is no remedy at all, for the papers that 
steal their news wvuld not be balked by the 
copyright of form merely, and this is all that 
any copyright can cover. 

Take arecent instance. The Courier-Jour- 
nal, Editor Waiterson’s paper, stole Tue 
ConsTiruTion’s interview with Mr. Tilden— 
stole it bodily and refused to give Tux Con- 
STITUTION credit foritin any shape or form, 
Under these circumstances, does anybody 
suppose that the news copyright 
law proposed by Editor Watterson 
would have prevented Editor Watter- 
son's paper from stealing the report of an 
interview with Mr. Tilden by the special cor- 
respondent of THE CoNsTITUTION?

The postcftice appropriation bill as it passed 
the house contains no item whatever for fast 
mail trains.

One is on the north side 
and the other is on the south side of the rail- 
road. They are compelled by the police regu.

them at least twice during their 
watch. In doing this they are compelled to 
cover all the ground in the « ity between the 
rolling mill and the cemetery, which is al- 
most impossible. 

Mayor Goodwin is willing to mount the 
captains, but in doing sothereis a faint prob- 
ability of his advocating the transfer of the 
mounted officers’ borses to the captains. It 
is urged that this would be a set back to the 
police department. The mounted 
men receive the same psy and are 
a eth ofthe police department. The only 
additional expense is the feeding and groom- 
ing of the horses and the amount of fines 
assessed in cases made bv the mounted men 
more than makes up for that. The feeding 
grooming and shoeing of the four horses 
amounts to $500 per month while the 
amount of fines were in Julv $272 95, in

The official correspondence between Gov- 
ernor McDaniel and the mayor of Alapaha, 
in reference to the reeent riot, has just been 
givento the press, The correspondence pre- 
sents a right interesting statement of the oc- 
currence. 

It will be remembered thatthe mayor of 
Alapaha called on the governor for military 
eid, but sent no detailed report of the situa- 
tion. As reports indicated that there was an 
apprehension that the trouble would be re- 
newed, the governor sent atelegram as fol- 
lows on the 7th of March: 

J. H. Kirby, mayor,” Alapaha, Ga —Is further 
trouble antici;aiea at Alapaha? This office is 
without information from you since Tuesday 
vight. It is-expected that the civil authorities 

vill make all neceasary arrangements to presarve 
the peace and enforce the law without cailiug for 
military aid. Auswer immediately. 

HENRY BP, MCDANIEL. 
To that telegram the mayor replied by wire 
thatastatement of the situation would be 
mailed. The following was then sent to the 
governor in accordance with the request tor 
information: 


ALAPAHA, 
Henry D, McDaniel, governor, Atlanta, ¢ 
Sir: In the pame of the people of Alapaha, we 
mayor and councilmen of Alapaha, desire to ten- 
der our heartfelt thanks for your prompt action of 
Tuesday lest, which without doubt averted a riot 
with all iis attendant horrors. Wewish to make a 
bilef statement of the facts in the case: 

On Saturday last a countryman named Dan 
iel Turner. who has ever since the town 
was incorporated opposed the proper 
admipistration of. the laws thercof, and bid dce- 
fiance to its authority, was drunk and. disorderly 
On Our streets.

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RAISING STOCK IN FLORIDA. 


Selling Milk and Butter While the Orange Kuda are 
Swellieg, 
Correspondent of the Augusta Chronicle, 

MairLtanpd, March 10.—I promised in one of 
my earlier letters tosay something about the 
different occupations by which a Florida set- 
tler can support himself while waiting for his 
grove to bear.

“T have a herd of twenty five graded and 
thoroughbred Jerseys, most.of my stock being 
balf breeds. Iam also trying a few of the 
best grades of Georgia scrubs to see what can 
be made of them. Generally about eiyht or 
ten of my herd are in aconaition for milk- 
ing, and average from two to four gallons 
each day, for which I get sixty cents a gallon. 
I could disposeof five timesas much if I bad 
itduringthe winterseason. Insummer,when 
there is less demand for milk, I can easily 
dispose of a lthe butter I make at 50 cents a 
pound. I suyply the hotels of Maitland 
and Winter park and have application from 
otber places for miles around. I get 15 cents 
a quart forall I can spare, without the ex 
pense of delivery—customers coming to my 
barnyard -for their supplies: There is 
always more applications than I can fill, 
so that I can hardly reserve enough

I find it pays better to 
sell milk than to make butter, besides being 
far less trouble. I have tried makixg butter 
in summer, when the demand for milk falls 
off, and there is less money im it than in -el- 
ing milk, and, besides, | have my regular 
customers around the village who take it all 
the year round. The invalids who come 
bere in winter seem ravenous for milk, some- 
times women come from a distance of two or 
three miles to get a quart for their sick hus- 
bands, or men to get it for their sick wives. 
[ always give preferences to sick people if | 
can do so without detriment to my regular 
customers,” 7 

‘How does the climate here suit Jerseys ?”’ 
Tasked. ‘‘Dothey keep healthy ?” é 

‘Yes, perfectly. I have lost but two cows 
out of twenty that I have brought to Florida 
during the last three years, and one of them 
was hurt by a fall. The rest keep sound and 
well, with proper care and attention. I have 
not found they degenerate on being brought 
to & Warm climate, as so many people pre- 
dict.’’ 

“Does it not cost a great deal to feed 
them?’ I asked. 

“Yes, that is the greatest difficulty in my 
way. I have to buy all their food in winter, 
and hire a herd boy to watch taem the year 
round, but with ali this, they pay for their 
own keeping and for that of my horses and 
nearly covers my table expenses besides; end 
then the fertilizer I get irom my cow lot is 
fully worth every doller that is paid out for 
feed. Itis the most valuable of all fertilizers 
for orange trees, and is worth here from $30 
to $40 a cord. 

"The chief obstacle in the way of keeping 
stock in this part of Florida is the difficulty 
of making hay. I have been experimenting 
with varivus grasses, but as yet have not 
found any that will make forage without 
greater expense than it costs to buy. Nothing 
will grow on our pine lands without an 
amount of  fertijizing, which, together 
with the hick} price of labor here, 
would make it more expensive 
to raise your own hay than tobuyit. Bermuda 
grassis the only forage plant, except our 
common wiregrass, thattakesto the soil with- 
out coaxing and without fertil zing; even 
that does not grow tall enough to cut for hay. 
It isexcellent for grazing, an afew acres cov- 
ered with itis one of the best investments*a 
stock raiser can make.’’ 

I suggested the plan of sowing grain or peas 
among orange trees 

“T sow rye and oats in my grove, but unless 
heavily manured they do not pay for the seed 
sown,and I find it cheaper to turn them under 
than to.cut them offand buy manure. The 
Same is true with regard to pea vines, though 
they make excellent hay when sulfliciently 
fertilized, 

During the spring and summer, while the 
Wire-grass is green and tender, cattle can get 
good grasing in the woods and require little 
feeding, but in winter the pickings there are 
very slender, and that is where the expense 
comes in,’’ 

“What does your cowboy cost you”’’ I 
asked. *‘His board and $5 a month in money, 
and about five thousand in deviiment.

their western brethren. They carry great 
leather whips, from twenty to thirty feet 
long, witha handle about six inches long 
and asthick asa man’s arm, and they can 
crack their wbips with a noise louder than 
the report of a pistol. In driving their cattle 
they use a peculiar cail, which is very mu- 
sical when. heard in the distance.
